The latest reduction in the price of petrol 
has rey the cost of motoring down to the 
pre-war figure.

The 
chief factor is the progress that has been 
made during the last five years with motor- 
car sg “ Every year has seen an improve- 
ment. eight has been reduced without any 
sacrifice of Acros goad while the efficiericy of the

small hi engine has heen so developed 
that it is the equal in every respect of the 
cae inky ca engine of 1914. Again, tyres 
have been made so durable that their average 
life is virtually twice as long as that cf the 
1914 tyres, 

These are facts for which we must be truly 
thankful. They bring the day nearer wien 
Ireland will be able, Tike America, to boast 
that one out of every five or ten (I forget the 
exact figure) of the population owns a motor 
car. Before that da dawns, however, there 
must be a radical change in the Free State 
fiscal policy. At present residents in the 26 
counties are in the unhappy position that 

ey must pay more than the residents in 
Northern Ireland or Great Britain for an 
English-made car. But I feel sure that be- 
fore long a remedy will be applied. It ig not 
fair to blame the Government, for it is the 
victim of circumstances, It was faced with 
the task of raising revenue somehow, and had 
no time to ponder the question of method. It 
adopted the present scheme simply because 
even a scheme which might cause a certain 
“are of hardship was better than no scheme 
at 

I shall be surprised if the new Governmen*, 
which will consider the report of the F iseal 
Commission will not find a way out of the 
difficulty and give motorists in the Free State 
the same advantages as the motorists in every 
other part of these islands. The arguments 
for this course are overwhelming. Trade and 
Industry in the 26 counties are handicapped 
severely by the lack of an efficient transport 
mam The railways give a poor service. 

eir rates are higher than those oí the British 
railways; yet the companies can just maké 
ends meet. Amalgamation and grouping may 
yield a better service ; but it would be unduly 
optimistic to expect that these ‘measures could 
produce a really efficient service. There aie 
wide tracts of country where the sound of 4 
locomotiye’s whistle never has been heard. 
No; for rapid development we must rely 
more and more on the motor car and thé 
roads. That is the all-important fact which 
the new Government must face, and it must 
outweigh all other considerations, such as 
scraping a few thousand pounds out of the 
motorists’ pockets in order to replénish the 
Exchequer. In cheap and efficient road 
transport lies the hope of industrial expansion 
for the Free State.

‘The other week, when the gale was at its 
height, I had a run through the city, out to 
Dalkey and Bray, and home via Enniskerry 
on the 12-14 Crossley. It was not a Jong 
run, but it was sufficient to demonstraté the 
car’s undoubted merits; for I doubt whether 
there is a more severe test course in the 
United Kingdom. I will set down briefly my 
impressions of the run. The engine ran well 
at all speeds, from four miles to 50 miles an 
hour. As we threaded om way through the 
traffic in Westmoreland street and Nassau 
street, it was ticking over noiselessly on top. 
An opening appeared suddenly ; slight pressure 
was applied to the accelerator, the car leaped 
forward, and we were through. On the run 
to Dalkey we did the regulation 20 miles an 
hour, with an occasional burst of speed for a 
few hundred yards or so, It was remarkable 
how the engine responded to. the slightest 

ressure—sure proof of ite liveliness. On the 

hills along the coast betweon Dalkey and 
Bray I had: evidence of the car's pulling 

wer. On the first hill the gale was in our 
teeth, but the Crossley managed it on top 
with ease. At some of the other hills a change 
of gear—never more than one—was necessary, 
and the clutch proved exceptionally smooth. 
On the level a speed of over 50 miles an hour 
was attained, and I should say that on a 
good stretch the skilful driver would have 
no difficulty in getting 55 miles an hour out 
of her. At all speeds it was possible to con- 
verse with my passenger without shouting, 
end the suspension of the car prov - 
mirable. 

The Crossley 12-14 is a handsome car, and 
the body work is m keeping with the high 
etandar set by cars of greater price. It is 
an “all on” car: when the purchaser pays 
his £485 he does not find that he must spend 
another £50 on equipment. A novel feature 
te the prévision of a cupboard in the back of 
the front seat to carry the side-curtains when 
net in use. 

I have no room here to go into the specifica- 
tion in detail. Suffice it to say that the 
name Crossley is a guarantee of excellence, 
and that the 12-14 fulfils the aim of its 
makers—the provision of a roomy four-seater 
which is economical to run, inexpensive to 
maintain, and yet possesses that responsive- 
néss and ease of handling which every ex- 
erienced motorist wants. It is an ideal car 
or the man of good taste and moderate means.

He was, 
in fact, one of the outstanding figures of 
the late Dail by reason of his high legal 
sound judgment and wide 
knowledge of affaits, The smooth course 
of recent legislation owes much to his 
criticism in debate, to the skill which he 
put at the Government’s service and to 
his tact in ‘the office of Acting Deputy- 
Speaker. “While we agree with Mr. Fitz- 
}Gibbon that, on general principles, seats 
of learning ought uot to be representod 
by lawyers, the special circumstances of 
the time made hig case the exception that 
proved the rule. The need for lawyers, 
as such, may have ceased now to exist 
in Trinity College; but the Free State's 
need of men of Mr. FitzGibbon’s gifts and 
standing is likely to be permanent. Tiere 
are no. retirements: in the National 
University, where some disturbance of the 
academic harmonies is inevitable. Three 
of the outgoing members have been 
nominated «as Government candidates— 
Mr. John MacNeill, Mr. Hayes and Pro- 
fessor Mazennis. There are two Republi- 
can candidates, and one . independent 
eandidate in the person of Miss Agnes 
O’Farrelly. Mr. MacNeill and Mr. Hayes 
are candidates ‘also for other seats. I 
both win their double-barrelled contests 
and choose ‘to sit for the non-university 
constituencies, two of the University’s 
seats will be the subject of new elections, 
for which, presumably, there will be. at 
least three candidates.

Canada’s Harvest. 


The departure of more than six thousand 
British adventurers to help to harvest 
Canada’s bumper wheat crop opens a new 
epoch in the relations of the two countries. 
Canada has been content in the past 
to summon her harvesters from her own 
Eastern areas and from the United States. 
This year, however, she has a record wheat 
crop, estimated to be nearly five hundred 
million bushels; and it is expected that 
fifty-two thousand additional hands will 
be required to get it to. the elevators. 
This number is nine thousand more than 
were available last year, and, as is often 
enough the case, necessity was the parent 
of the: idea of advertising for harvesters 
in i and making arrangements with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway for their 
transportation. The result has been satis- 
factory from every point of view. The 
Canadian farmers will get their crops 
handled, and seven thousand unemployed 
Britons will get several weeks’ work at 
a wage that, even after deduction of the 
| £12 paid for their passage to Winnipeg, 
will be handsome compared with what 
they would be earning—even if they could 
get employment—at home. Moreover, a 
large number of these thousands either 
will ‘remain in Western Canada or will 
make arrangements to return thither at 
an early date. Canada, like the United 
States, has recovered from post-war 
stagnation and is ready to begin: anew 
the process of absorbing more man-power 
for her virgin acres. It is estimated that 
in another thirty years Canada’s wheat 
crop may have reached the two thousand 
million bushel mark. Britain has the surplus 
man-power by which the potentialities of 
this world granary must be developed.

HE praise of great men is the supreme 

I justification of our common human 
nature, and particularly is this true in 

the case of Arthur Griffith. For he was not 
only great: he was in many remarkable re- 
spects exceptional; and he was not only éx- 
ceptional, but all his life he stood ap em 
separate and alone. Yet his attitude of mind 
and life was always that of a servant of the 
people of Ireland; and with him, with all his 
rn and undefeatable purpose, the wish 


ot the common people was always the arbiter 


i issues. 
gi” that history will find that Arthur 
Griffith will rank with the handful of national 
leaders who were also creators, men who 
— the entire thought of the people from 
one direction to another, and thus gave Ire- 
land new life from a new idea—Charles 
Stewart Parnell, Thomas Davis, the earlier 
Dan O'Connell, Wolfe Tone, Hugh O'Neill, 
Brian Borhuma, Cormac Mac Airt: all men 
of a clear philosophy and intellectual outlook. 
And, so far aé one may speak another, I 
am sure he was always conscious of this, and 

doubted the family into 
which he was I do not think this 
merely because of his positive manner, be- 
cause very often a positive manner is born of 
doubt and hesitancy, but because of his great 
courage, because of his tenacity and strength 
of will. 


Yet he was a sensitive, shy man, who wore 
a manner of apparent coldness like a protect- 
ing armour. And I do not know where one 
may find in any man so complete a disregard 
of self.~ I. remember one night, when I was 
lodging with him, we sat till the early hours 
of the morning while he told me the causes 
that had led him to certain actions of the 
past and to unfold his plans for the future. 
It was when we had returned from Reading 
Jail, and when all Ireland was looking to him 
to assume leadership. I had myself urged this 
upon him, and he discussed the question of 
leadership simply. and quietly, putting him- 
self out of the question firmly, frankly stating 
why he judged himself unsuited, and saying 
that he considered it his task and duty to find 
a leader, whom he would serve as his right- 
hand man, putting at his disposal all the 
fruits of his experience and observation. 
Never once did he ask anything for ‘himself 
or even so much as let such a thought cross 
the threshold of his mind. Yet, behind, it all, 
the stubborn man of conviction was there; 
for, though he did not say or suggest it, one 
felt that the right-hand man, however patient 
and self-forgetting, would never permit’ his 
leader, when found, to lead the people in 
wrong paths. He was content that his judg- 
ment should be made a service for which he 
should receive no recognition, but he was 
ready also, if necessary, to give it with 
intractable authority. 

, - + -” * - & - - 

The truth was that he regarded himself as 
a man with a trust, a servant of the people 
of Ireland. He was the most loyal man it 
was possible to meet—loyal to a fault as a 
friend, with whom loyalty in answer was a 
simple responsibility ; oyal as a servant of the 
people, whose will to him was an iron neces- 
sity, even though he firmly disagreed with it. 

His life as a journalist and propagandist 

was an effort to convince them, never to 
dictate to them. When he was offered profit- 
able employment abroad as a journalist, he 
did not, as other men would do and have 
done, weigh the offer. It was simply treated 
as an irrelevance, while he went on with his 
work, When-he found himself in a minority 
(and the greater part of his public life was 
spent in what appeared to be a hopeless 
minority), it did not occur to him to brow- 
beat the people. He went on with his work 
of conviction, content always to accept their 
decision for the time being. And he did these 
things as part of a clear and reasoned national 
philosophy, which in rare moods and chosen 
company. he was prepared to expound and 
justify. 
. Ireland has never been served more faith- 
fully. Those who knew and loved him have 
lost what can never be replaced. No mau 
can be loved who is not himself a good lover ; 
and great was his capacity for love, And, 
perhaps, it was because he was so true a 
servant and so stalwart a lover that he. of 
all Jeaders in Ireland, was permitted to bring 
in the harvest which he had sown and was 
not; permitted: to wait till -the sheaves were 
threshed ; for in harvest-home there is joy, 
but in threshing there is often disappointment. 
_ He has left behind him a fame that will 
increase with time; a memory to be cherished 
as of great price, and an example that may. 
indeed, stand above our camp both as pillar 
and beacon,

| Opinion in London. 


Opinion in London is, of course, divide:). 
The pro-Krench section of the Press js 
extremely angry, while the Liberal organs 
are rather suspiciously enthusiastic. Tha 
Star welcomes the Note as virtually 
putting an end to the Entente—“ We can 
not afford a partnership in which we have 
no voice’’—and cheerfully observes thas 
“France will have to begin to take steps 
to begin to pay her debt to us.” 


The Conservative View. 


Of more interest is the attitude of t]w 
moderate Conservative organs. On tha 
whole, it is one of approval, but there are 
some reservations. For example, the in- 
troduction of the “illegality '” argument 
is considered somewhat belated, though, in 
justice to Lord Curzon, it must be remem- 
bered that the point was frequently 
mentioned in the oral conversations that 
he had with the French and Belgian Am- 
bassadors, and has not, therefore, been’ 
suddenly sprung upon the Allies, ax the 
Paris Press complains. 


The Next Meee. 


The really serious question which is 
agitating the minds of everybody—con- 
versation at the political clubs to-day 
was concerned with little else—is what 
Britain s next step is to be, assuming that 
the French and Belgians reply to the Note 
with another non possumus, and compel 
this country, however reluctantly, to take 
the “separate action ' alluded to in the 
concluding paragraph of the Note. 

The proposal that seems to carry most 
general approval is that we should with- 
draw our troops from the Rhine and dis- 
sociate ourselves entirely from the action 
of our Allies. But everyone can see— 
even those who advocate it—that this 
would carry us no further in the practical 
business of enabling Germany to begin 
the payment of reparations, but rather 
the reverse. 


The Baltic Ports ? 
, Other plans that I have heard put for- 


wens. am (1) that we should enter into a 
separate economic treaty with Germany ; 
and (2) that we should as a counter-weight 
to the Ruhr occupation, occupy the Baltic 
portse—presumably with Germany’s ap- 
proval. One can imagine circumstances 
in which it might be desirable to adopt 
the second alternative—for strategical 
rather than economic reasons, but they 
have, fortunately, not arisen yet. 

For the moment, therefore, we must 
rest content with the assumption that the 
Government has thought out its next 
move and will make it promptly when the 
occasion demands it. Otherwise, the Note 
would be a mere piece of bluff, and it is 
unthinkable that the present Cabinet 
would be guilty of such folly as that. 


Dr. Cano's Fall. 


It may, however, be some time before 
any further development takes place. The 
situation has been further complicated by 
the fall of the Cuno Ministry in Germany, 
and the substitution of an Administration 
based on broader lines under Herr Strese- 
mann, As the new Chancellor is in close 
touch with Herr Stinnes and the other 
big industrialists, he may attempt to 
come to terms with the mvaders of the 
Ruhr, and nowhere would such an 
arrangement be more warmly welcomed 
than in Britain, 

On the other hand, its advent to office 
may precipitate the Monarchist rising 
which has long been in preparation, and 
lead to civil war and the complete break- 
up of the German Republic, with the -pros- 
pect of reparations receding further and 
further into the distance, 


Americon View., 


Americans in London, quite a numerous 
body just now, are deeply impressed with 
the iacts brought out in the British Note 
to the Allies. They consider it a real 
effort to bring the whole subject of repara- 
tions to a definite position. Viewed in the 
cold light of finance, this country has 
nothing to hide, and. even those who 
realised that we had made great sacrifices 
agree that the extent of those sacrifices, as 
set out in the official document, is greater 
than was generally understood.

The hubbub of the so-called Communist 
Party grows louder, but no one should thereby 
be deceived into thinking that Sovietism is a 
possibility here. The call for a '' Workers’ 
and Peasants’ Republic,” which figured, on 
fiery red posters, affixed to the hoardings over- 
night, provided a subject for ridicule rather 
than for serious consideration among the 
patient housewives waiting in long butter 
jueues, and the strikers who aimlessly 
wandered through the streets of the city.

Throughout to-day, in discussions and con- 
ferences at the Chancellery and the Reichstag, 
he was busy in forming his team for so formid- 
able a task. 

The new Chancellor’s agile, mobile tempera- 
ment; his freedom. from prejudices—from 
principles also, say his critics; his powers of 
debate; his instinct to discern the drift of 
popular opinion and to attune his oars to it; 
his fund of political finesse are characteristics 
which will be found serviceable in his effort 
to extricate the country from its present difh- 
culties, 

lt remains to be seen whether the new 
Chancellor has the firmness or “‘ brutality ” 
‘seeded to compel the big industrialists and 
the financiars to surrender a large propor- 
tion of their wealth to the State, and to force 
the agricultural interests to send abundant 
food at reasonable prices to the towns. 

Although apparently he will act for the 
present as Foreign Minister, Dr..

The French are taking the British Note 
badly. The general feeling is accurately re- 
flected by the statement which heads a Jead- 
ing article to-day that it is “the most 
disagreeable communication ever received 
from London.”’ 

Summaries more or less accurate were tele- 
gre hed here last night, but the public is 
ikely to form its judgment rather on thé 
comments which accompany these than on 
the Note itself, and these comments are 
uniformly hostile. 

M. té will make his reply in due 
course, but neither in the Press nor in con- 
versations in responsible quarters can I find 
more than the faintest suggestion that the 
Note will modify the French attitude. 

The hope is still expressed vaguely that a 
definite rapture may be pvelded, but it is 
based apparently upon the assumption that 
the British people is ready to repudiate its 
Government, or that Mr. Baldwin is using, by 
way of pressure, arguments that he would not 
translate into an active programme. 

On. such a tenuous thread is believed to 
hang the last chance of saving the Entente, 
and, even so, there are few who think the 
thread will hold. 

The possibilities of dealing direct with the 
German Government are being raised again, 
and it is noteworthy that the Temps invites 
Dr. .Stresemann, if he becomes Chancellor, 
to seek a common ground of agreement. The 
change of personalities, it suggests, might 
make all the difference. 

re is not a doubt that, as presented 
here, the British reply pains and. revolts 
public opinion. I do not find that there is 
any part of it which wins approval or assent. 
Even minor points are seized upon. 

The complaint that the Reparations Com- 
mission no longer represents the opinion of 
all the Allies is regarded as an unréisoiiable 
and extraordinary protest on the part of a 
minority which finds itself 6utvoted. 

The comment on the Belgian priority claim 
is spoken of as ‘‘ indecent criticism.’ But 
it is in the paragraph challenging the 
legality of the Ruhr occupation and the 
memorandum on war debts that the greatest 
offence is found, and upon this private com- 
ment is as vigorous in,circles near to the 
Government as in the Press. 

M. Poincaré’s charge against the British 
Government of inconsistency in its attitude 
towards. the occupation was replied to in 
tne British Note, but is still elaborated upon 
and pressed home again. 

The Spa Protocol of 1920 threatens Ger- 
many with the occupation of more territory 
failing delivery of reparation coal, and in 
the following year the London ultimatum 
held over her head the occupation of the 
Ruhr and other measures if she did not accept 
the Allies’ conditions. 

In both cases it is urged that the threat 
was based on the reparations clauses of the 
Treaty, and speeches by Mr. Lloyd George 
and Lord Curson are quoted to confirm this. 

It is protested that the Foreign Office can- 
not have forgotten what is so recent, that 
it is using arguments that it knows are un- 
sound, and that it is doing so in bad faith. 

Indignation is as great on the subject of 

the debts, despite the offer to forego the 
British share of reparations’ by treating it as 
the reimbursement by France of her. debt. 
Certain sections of the Press see in it almost 
an exhibition of “sordid egotism,” and it 
is declared to be scandalous to try to ‘make 
the victims pay for the fraud of the 
criminal. ”’ 
_ Various papers inform their readers that 
if Germany finally pays only 20 milliards, 
Great Britain proposes to seize 14,200 mil- 
lions, and that if she pays only the latter 
sum, Britain will want the whole. But the 
simple connection made in the Note between 
Germany’s payments and the French debt is 
itself protested ‘against as ‘‘hurtful and in- 
sulting.” ; | . 

“The rule of equity which would establish 
the relation between what we get and what 
we shall have to pay.” so I was told by an 
important official to-day, “but it is the re- 
verse that is proposed. The less Germany 
is able to pav the less we shall get, and the 
more we shall have to pay Great Britain.” 

M. Poincaré is not expected beck before to- 
morrow night. It may be hoped that longer 
examination of the Note will produce a better 
feeling.

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MEMORIAL ‘UNVEILED : IN 
DUBLIN,

The temporary: memorial erected in Dublin 
to the memory of President Arthur Griffith 
and General Michael Collins was unveiled yes- 
terday. . 

_ The memorial stands in a commanding posi- 
tion in Leinster LaWn, surrounded by some of 
the city’s most striking architecture. It was 
designed by Mr. George Atkinson, R.H.A., 
; with expanded metal 
lathing and cement. 

The conception of the monument is spiri- 
tual. In the centre towers a Celtic cross of early 
form, symbolic of the faith of the men com- 
memorated. Their strength of acter is 
symbolised in the simple pylons on either side 
of. the cross, In front are medallion por- 
traits of the dead leaders, that of General 
Collins being remarkably lifelike. “Those, 
and the figure on the gilt crucifix which is 
to surmount the cross, are the work of Mr. 
Albert Power, R.H.A. 

The ceremonies attending the unveiling of 
this simple memorial were themselves es 
simple as they were impressive. 

The. marshalling of the proceedings inside 
the grounds was very efficiently, carried out 
by the Military Police,.in charge of Com- 
mandant Duffy, Provost-Marshal; Captain 
Thomas. Duffy, R.P.M.; Captain Broghill, 
Lieutenants Scannell and Foley. Outside 
the grounds of Leinster House the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police regulated the great crowd 
that could not gain admission, and had to -be 
content with seeing what they could see from 
Merrion square.’ The police had no difficulty 
in removing out of earshot a small crowd “f 
women. who long before the hour for the 
ceremonies to commence showed that they 
were there to “‘ interrupt.” 

ARRIVAL OF THE MILITARY. 

At 12,50 a large party of infantry, with re- 
versed rifles at the carry, and headed by 
three bands, marched down Merrion street 
and took up positions outside the Lawn rail- 
ings. Their deploying into their allotted 
places was a smart piece of drill work, which, 
with the steadiness and fine carriage of the 
men, was good enough for any Army.

Hannah Collins, sister of the dead General. 

Mrs. Griffith was not there, but her son 
and daughter were, as were their uncles; 
Fathers. Leo and Peter Sheehan, of the Fran- 
ciscans; Mr. Griffith’s brothers, Mr. Frank 
Griffith and Mr. Willie Griffith, his sister-in- 
Jaw, Mrs. Jerh. Malone, and two brothers-in- 
law were also of the family party. The Collins 
family was represented hy its head, Mr. Sean 
Collins, brother of the “eneral; Miss H. Col- 
lins, Mrs. Powell, Mrs. Sheridan, Mrs. O’Dris- 
coll, sisters, and a large number of other 
relatives. :

THE ORATION, 

As the clock chimed one, President Cosgrave 
ascended the steps of the memorial, and in a 
voice that was clearly heard by all delivered 
the oration of the day. -In a silence that 
could be felt he said :— 

“In the name of the Irish nation, and by 
the Irish nation commissioned and empowered, 
we offer here a symbol of Ireland’s reverence 
and sorrow, of Ireland’s pride and gratitude, 
to the memory of two heroic men. 

“ Scornful alike of glorification and of ob- 
] uy,’ Arthur Griffith and Michael Collins, 
following the path of duty, led forth their 
people from the land of bondage. With a 
judgment that was clear, because it was free 
from selfishness and vainglory, they recog- 
nised and grasped an opportunity so rare ‘in 
time and circumstance that it stands out 
among the designs of Providence, and by an 
act of courageous decision they endowed this 
nation at once with liberty and with power to 
sustain it. 

“A year ago, within 
weeks, came the awful tragedy of their death. 
They gave their lives in doing their duty to 
Ireland, and thig was the death that they 
had always looked forward to and desired. 
They died before the fruit of their labours 
and perils could be tasted by them in this 
life, but many a patriot before them had gone 
bravely to death with less success in sight. 
Our faith assures us that the just who are 
dead behold this life with clearer eyes than 
the eyes of our mortal bodies. The tragedy 
of the death of Arthur Griffith and Michael 
Collins lies in the blindness of the living who 
do not see, or refuse.to see, the stupendous 
fact of the liberation these two men brought 
to pass. 

“The men to whom we are here paying the 
homage of memory and gratitude were men 
with big hearts and generous souls. - They 
would themselves resent it, were this occasion 
to. be used for bitterness or vilification to- 
wards those who have sought to blast the 
fruit of their endeavour. In truth, the 
crown of these two beloved lives will be the 
paramount rule of a united people in this 
land, united in individual obedience to the 
authority of the whole, however sections may 
differ in political programmes or digsent from 
majority judgment as to what is wisest and 
best’ for the nation at a particular time: 

_“* Personal vanity, assertion of the indi- 
vidual, jealousy, and the bitterness that 
springs from such mentality, these are the 
great renders and destroyers, and these have 
ni place in the Ireland of Griffith and Collins. 
Their: lives and example proclaim the lesson 
‘of work indefatigable, of sacrifice of self, of 
tolerance wide and geperous for disagreement 
in opinion, but intolerance most stern of at- 

the safety of the nation or upon 
e of the people. 

“A year ago such an attack brought Tre- 
land to the brink of what might have been 
her final ruin as a nation. But. the Irish 
people stood true to the memory and counsels

The Apprentice Boys of Derry yesterday 
celebrated the two hundred and thirty-fourth 
anniversary of the relief of Derry, when the 
procession was the largest since the outbreak 
of the war. Special trains brought large con- 
tingents from Belfast, Lurgan, Portadown, 
‘Banbridge, Lisburn, Ballymena, Coleraine, 
Kilrea, and many other centres in Ulster; 
while numerous contingents from Donegal 
also took part.

They could give effect to 
their will so long; but only so long, as they 
remained united... What had so far been ac- 
complished had been accomplished by unity.

COMPENSATION CLAIMS 


PROCEDURE UNDER FREE 
STATE ACT. 


In reply to his request of the 7th inst. 
for particulars of. the procedure to be 
observed in making claims for compensation, 
Mr. Robert J. Kidney, Star Buildings, Col- 
lege Green, Dublin, has received the follow- 
ing from the E::retary of the Free State 
Ministry of Finance :— 

“I am directed by the Minister of Finance 
to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
7th instant, and in reply to inform you that 
applications for compensation under the pro- 
visions of the Damage to Property (Compen- 
sation) Act, 1923, should be made in the 
manner and on the forms prescribed by the 
Act and by the Rales of Court published as 
4 a to Iris Oifigiúil on the 28th 
July, 1923. 

“As you are, no doubt, aware, the time 
prescribed by Section 3 of the Damage to 
Property (Compensation) Act, 1923, for 
lodging applications has been extended by 
one month by Setcion 1 (2) of the Damage 
to Property (Amendment) Act, 1923. 

“I am to add, for your information, that 
an Order issued by the Minister of Finance 
in pursuance of the powers vested in him by 
Section 4 (1) of the principal Act, was pub- 
lished in Iris Oifigidil on the 10th July, 1923. 
Copies of. the special form which that Order 
prescribes may be obtained on application to 
the Secretary of the County Council or Town 
Clerk of the County Borough Council con- 
cerned. The Order was, however, intended 
to apply only to cases in which application 
is made after the passing of the Act. 

“ With regard to your request for an 
authoritative statement as to the procedure 
to be followed by intending applicants, I am 
to remind you that it rests with the Judge 
before whom an application is heard to 
decide whether the requirements of the Act 
and of the Criminal Injuries Rules, 1923, 
have been complied with in that particular 
case. . You will, therefore, appreciate that 
the Minister, on whose behalf applications 
for compensation will be opposed in Court, 
could not accept the responsibility of advising 
applicants on any question affecting the in- 
terpretation of the Statute or the Rules,”

In contradistinction to the sister imstitu- 
tions of England and Scotland, it was not to 
the State, but to the generosity of Mr. Francis 
Johnston, one of its original members, that 
the Royal Hibernian Academy was indebted 
for its House and Exhibition Galleries, the 
foundation stone of which was laid in April, 
1824, its first exhibition in the newly-built 
Academy being held in 1826.

As Your Excellency is aware, the premises 
of the Royal Hibernian Academy were de- 


patroyed by fire in Easter Week of 1916, since 


when the members, by petitions and deputa- 
tions. to the wg. Sy representative and the 
Chief Secretaries, have made repeated efforts 
to obtain assistance from the State for the re- 
habilitation of their institution. 

But beyond a sympathetic hearing the 
members of the Royal Hibernian Academy

INDEPENDENT CANDIDATES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—In- a letter addressed to the orga- 
nisers of a political meeting in Dundalk His 
Eminence Cardinal Logue has warned the 
electorate of the danger of supporting ** 80° 
called independent candidates.” It is right 
and proper that any suggestion proceeding 
from such a source should be received with 
deep respect by the Irish people The 
Cardinal's exalted rank and his long expe- 
rience should combine to ensure that result. 
Under these circumstances it seems a great 
pity that His Eminence should have used 
words which might be construed as conveying 
an accusation for which it is hard to find any 
foundation. 
The phtase ‘‘ so-called independent candi- 
dates” would seem to suggest that those who 
call themselves independent candidates are in 
reality in alliance with some political party. 
Surely, if there be ony evidence of such a 
deep-laid plot, it should be placed before the 
electorate at once; it should not be conveyed 
to them by ambiguous pbrases. Personally 
I sm convinced that the majority of inde- 
ndent candidates are standing, and have

METHODS COMPARED. 


At the lunch meeting of the Rotary Club, 
Dublin, which was held at Kidd’s Buffet yes- 
terday, Mr. H. P. Kerney, who recently re- 
turned from Constantinople, delivered an ad- 
dress on ‘‘Some Notes on Business Manage- 
ment by the State.” 

Mr. Kerney said that, on the whole, he 
considered the British administration the best 
and most smooth-working of all the adminis- 
trations in Europe. In all these countries, 
however, they bore a striking family resemb- 
lance to each other, and they were every- 
where exposed to the criticism of being un- 
practical or unbusinesslike, which simply 
meant that they were pot up to the private 
business standard. in all comparisons of 
the kind he drew a fundamental distinction 
between the officials themselves and the 
system under which they functioned.- There 
was no body of men for whom he had a higher 
esteem than the official class, whether at home 
or in the chief European countries. © “They 
formed an élite. The extraordinary thing was 
that, in spite of this superiority of personnel; 
the management of the public business was 
in each country less efficient than that. of 
private business. It was entirely a question 
of methods, and not of men. 

As regards incentive to improvement, State 
business management laboured under the fun- 
damental disadvantage of ‘being subject : to 
no .effective competition. Public criticism 
was the sole driving force which impelled it 
forward, Without such criticism it would 
stagnate, and even go backwards. And, un- 
fortunately, that criticism was relatively weak 
owing to dearth of information regarding the 
precise results of official work. In contrast 


with private business, there existed no means 
of periodical control, by means. of a balance- 
sheet or any substitute therefor; the adminis- 
tration jogged along, year in year out, with- 
out furnishing any adequate expression of 
comparative results. 

The essential weak point of all Govern- 
mental administration is the question of in- 
dividual responsibility. 

In private business each matter went auto- 
matically by the shortest route to’ the man 
responsible for a decision upon it. In State 
business it got wafted about, by means of 
minutes, from one to the other, and eventu- 
ally aloft to the deciding authority. The ‘in- 
adequate devolution or sharing out of authority 
was responsible for a considerable waste of 
time, brains and money. 

With regard to the future of administration 


in this country, Mr. Kerney said that it could: 


only make progress under a reasonably strong 
and stable Government, amenable to construc- 
tive criticism, and prepared to utilise freely 
the indispensable experience of first-class 
business men. Under a weak Government 
the administration must deteriorate. and he- 
come a bye-word like that of the Athenian 
Municipality. 

Before concluding, Mr. Kerney said that 
he would like to impress on all the manifest 
necessity of thinking long and deeply’ before 
approving any modern socialistic experiments 
in the way of State monopolisation, or so- 
called nationalisation,.of this, that, or the 
other important business. Apart from all 
political considerations, in regard to which he 
expressed no opinion, . he” had . seen and 
learned quite enough of such matters to know 
that, from ‘the point of view of relative’ effi- 
ciency, the effect of , State “ ‘ monopolisation 
would be disastrous.

IMPRISONMENT FOR HOUSE- 


BREAKING. 

The hearing of cases at the City and County 
Commission was continued yesterday . before 
Mr. Justice Pim at the Courthouse, Green 
street, Dublin. 

William Lawlor and John. Costello, who had 
been convicted of breaking into the premises 
of Robert Kennedy, 26-27 Drury street, and 
stealing a quantity of clothing, etc., value for 
£400, were put forward. Costello had pleaded 
'guilty--to the first charge, and was subse- 
quently tried. with Lawlor for a robbery at 
New street ,and both were found guilty of 
receiving. The prisoners, who. were arrested 
at a camp outside Rathfarnham, had been 
““on the run ” for some time. 

Mr. Justice Pim sentenced each of the pri- 
soners to six months’ imprisonment, there 
being no previous conviction against them. 


A STOLEN MOTOR CAR. 

David Byrne, a res bly-dressed young 
man, pleaded “‘not guilty ” to an indictment 
charging him with the larceny of a Ford 
motor car, the Ma Ós Dr. W. A. Benson, 
Finglas, on February 28 last. 

r. O'Connor, addressing the jury for the 
defence, said that a clerk in the employment 
of the Dublin County Council, who had 
charge of the motor licence books, had stolen 
two of these books, and proceeded to issue 
licences broadcast, and put the money in his 
pocket. That man had been. arrested and 
charged . with’ that offence, and would be 
brought to trial later on.

The story oí the defence was that the 
accused bought the car from.a man named 
Kelly, of the White Horse Hotel, Drogheda, 
for £85. The prosecution sugges that 
Kelly was a myth—as much a myth as 
“ Kelly from the Isle of Man”’—(laughter)— 
but counsel confidently asked. the jury to 
accept the story of the defence.
